(C). 

Regarding item (E), Smith et al teach on column 2 line 39, delivers messages and 
notifications. The "notifications" of Smith et al is the claimed "announcing". 

Regarding item (F), Smith et al teach on column 4 line 58-63, response data are stored in 
UN database. 

Regarding item (G), Smith et al teach on column 4 line 53, messages are delivered as 
voicemails (reads on claimed "storing said message"). 

Regarding claim 2, Smith et al teach on Abstract - response is presented to the message 
originator. 

Regarding claim 3, Smith et al teach on column 9 line 43-44, view messages. 

Regarding claim 4, Smith et al teach on column 1 1 line 37-40, recipient is prompted to 
supply information requested by the sender.
